general failing, has an irremidiably bad efl'edt, in 
c'cftroying inteliedtiial eflay, and that neccflary con- 
lidcnce, "which commonly,lucceeds to the improve- 
ment of tnile, incrcafe of judgment, arid acutcneis 
of exprelTion. 


If tlie firil dawnings of genius are animated by 
•approbation, and patroniied with lenity and indul- 
p^i-ncc, it will be a fuflicient incitement for her to 
iîrive after excellcncy, and forv/ard a rapid pro- 
j:;renion towards refinement ; that appartînt difcord, 
which previoufly charadlerifcd her works, would be 
regulated by precilion and uniformity—:that pro- 
lixity and drynefs, wliich before ccnftituted them 
tedious and infipid, would at lenth be iignalized by 
brevity and correitnefs -, but on the contrary, if 
her firft endeavours meet with that ftriit fcrutiny, 
and minute inveftigation, which is due only to a^c 
lind experience ; if the novice fuffer the fame re- 
proach for the commiffion of error,which would fall 
to the ihare of an adept, the emulative and aipiring 
mind would be palled in indifferency, and lofe that 
keen zeft of enterprize, which alone can exalt a 
man to eminence and dhlindlion. 


Poets, in particular, arc extravagant in expref- 
fion, fabulous in defcription, and fuperlative in me- 
Mphor; were they to confine themfelves to partic- 
(ilar language, without indulging that excurfive va- 
riety which their minds picflurefquc -, did they not 
freely coin the utmoft fuggeftions of phantafm, and 
r:vc exorbitant licenfe to chimera, what pleafure 
•would poetry afford ? Was this creative ability dif- 
cfteemed,the names of Shakspeare, andMiLTON 
would have long fince been deftinatcd to the ob- 
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fcure recefles of oblivion, nor tlie works of OT- 


WAY and ROWE, furvived to entertain the prcicni 
age. 


There are certain hours, v. hen the mind is too 
rfclaxed for intenfe ripplicatirn, toolun^uiJ to com- 
inimd a firm attention neceir.ty 
i.-nport.nt ftu- 
dy, and too deje^fted for 
I'ubjccts; it is at 


thefe moments, an imaginative production operates 
as a relief to the dormant faculties of the mind, 
modulates them to a conilftency, and renders us 
fit fubje£ls for more elaborate employment. Hence 
they who engage themfelves in works calculated to 
afford even pleafurc alone, without the alliftance of 
inili-udtion, arc not totally unmeritable of efteem, 
but thofe who blend the former with the latter, 
and amufe while they inform, ought to be coniider- 
cd as geniuiTes, dcferving the higheft encomiums 
praife can bcftow, and who claim the moil lavilli 
cxtollations panegyric is capable of magnifying.
